| U. L. C. A. Items 


1. The total apportionment for the U. L. C. A. for 1935-1936 
will be $2,000,000.00. The amount apportioned to the Nebraska 
Synod for 10,313 communing members will be $29,196. This is an in- 
crease of $3,688.00 owing to the fact that our Synod reported an 
increase of 922 in the communing membership of our synod. 


2. “The Daily Lutheran” will not be published at the Savannah 
Convention. However, the weekly publication will carry extensive 
reports concerning the convention. 


3. Some time during the year 1934 the U. L. C. A. recommends 
that every congregation give some special consideration concerning 
the 400th Anniversary of Luther’s Translation of the Bible. (Decem- 
ber 9, 1934, has been set aside as Universal Bible Day by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in recognition of this anniversary. If pastors will 
write to this Bible Society, literature for this celebration, including 
posters, will be furnished free. 


A Synodical Presidents Conference 


A Synodical presidents’ conference of the Western Synods was 
held at Chicago September 21, 1933 with eleven presidents present. 

One item of business was a church-wide appeal for emergency 
needs presented by the chairman of the special committee on same, 
Dr. Greever and by Secretary Arthur P. Black of the Laymens 
Movement. It was voted that a church-wide appeal be made to all 
congregations for funds in order to replenish the depleted treasuries 
of the various Boards of the U. L. C. A. 

The total receipts of this Jubilee offering over and above ex- 
penses netted the U. L. C. A. $44,555.03. The offerings from the 
churches of the Nebraska Synod for this fund total $573.89. 

President Knubel made statement, both general and specific, con- 
cerning the back-ground of conditions which present definite ques- 
tions which the church is called upon to consider for permanent bet- 
terment in its life and service. He submitted six distinct propositions 
for discussion as follows: 

1. “For a stronger spiritual life.“ The Conference declared it 
to be ite sense that spiritual life is strengthened by the loyal use of 
the Word and the Sacraments, by the practice of family worship, by 
testimony in preaching as an expression of true personal sagan 


in religion, and by turning from trust in church machinery to vi 


trust in God. 
2. “For a stronger Educational Promotion throughout the 
church.” After ee ne the conference voted that this ‘eon be re- 


ferred to the Executive B 
eration and definite ad . — of the U. L. C. A. for serious consid- 


3. “For a stronger emphasis on the church’s system of a por- 
tionment as the regular source of support for the work of the 
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— . was voted to approve the principle of the proposition as 
presen 

4. “That a og whereby the U. L. C. A. shall solicit as well as 
distribute funds be discussed.” It was voted that this item be referred 
to a committee to be appointed by the president for study and report 
to the conference of Synodical Presidents. It was also voted that the 


Treasurer of the U. L. C. A. send monthly statements of standing of 


synods on apportionment payments to the President and Treasurer of 
our Synods. . 

5. “For a truer method in the way the Synods handle funds 
for benevolence.” The discussion brought out that certain Synods 
took from the receipts for benevolence intended for the U. L. C. A. 
sufficient funds to pay the salaries in full of the missionaries within 
their synod before 2 to the U. L. C. A. Treasurer. This was 
done for the reason that the Board of American Missions was unable 
to pay from their depleted treasury the full amount of salaries of the 
missions supported by that Board. 

A motion was carried, that the whole proposition be commended 
to the Executive Board for consideration and that the Executive 
Board be requested to arrange a conference between representatives 
of the Board of American Missions and a Committee from the Presi- 
dents’ Conference for adjustment in policies pertaining to the vote of 
missionaries. 

6. Por a truer adjustment of the work of the Womens’ Mis- 
sionary Society to the work of the regular Boards of the church.” 
Voted that this be referred to the Executive Board of the U. L. C. A. 
A recommendation concerning this matter will be presented by the 
Executive Board to the next meeting of the U. L. C. A. 

7. The question concerning the next convention of the U. L. C. 
A. was discussed fully. The conference voted that the convention 
should be held in Savannah, Ga., and that delegations should be re- 
stricted to 50% of quota. 

Inasmuch as the vote of the Synodical Bodies was not unanimous 
on this matter, the Executive Board of the U. L. C. A. decided that 
the quote from the Synods should be 100%. 

8. The question of transfer of tors from one od to an- 
other was discussed from various angies. Advantages and difficulties 
were pointed out. The following motions were carried: 

a. That it is the sense of this Conference that the President of 
a Synod should not accept the application of a pastor for a congre- 
gation until he has conferred with the President of the Synod to 
which the applicant belongs. | :

He 
was 1 — and confirmed in St. Paul's Lutheran Church, Rich- 
mond, Indiana, where he taught in the Sunday School and served as 
its Superintendent. He was employed by the Star Piano Company as 
a cabinet maker and two years later worked with a local carpenter 
on construction work. In 1884 he came to Lincoln. He married Eliza 
A. Hutchison of Richmond in 1886. His was an active part in the 
establishment of St. Mark’s Mission which eventually — the 
present Grace Lutheran Church. At the time of his death he was the 
only survi charter member. He served as Superintendent of the 
Church School of Grace Church for thirty years; taught in the Sun- 
day School for forty-four years, and was an elder and trustee for 
28 than thirty years. He frequently attended the conventions of 
2 1 Nebraska Synod and on several occasions was a delegate to the 
: General Synod. He served Tabitha Home as President for twen- 
y-seven yeats, from 1907 to the time of his death in 1934, presidi 

ed the meetings of the Executive Committee and also the Gene 

Board. Mr. Humpe was superintendent of the Lincoln Street Car 


System, and General M hen elec- 
trified. This was al 1887, wee 
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he became General Manager of the Lincoln Traction Company 
which position he held until 1913 when he started the real estate da- 
partment and took care of the properties of the Lincoln Trust Com- 
ee He served as the _ property purchasing agent for the Lincoln 

hool Board. He secured the present sites for the buildings of the 
University of Nebraska when its campus was enlarged. He also se- 
eured the half section of land near Lincoln on which the Government 
Veterans Hospital is located. On the failure of the Lincoln Trust 
. he named his own business the J. H. Humpe Real Estate 
Firm, which he continued until the time of his death. He is survived 
by his widow and two daughters. Mr. Humpe was a Christian man 
who delighted to serve his Master in his own quiet way. He was a 
- Churchman who honored both the community in which lived and 
the denomination he served. 


Selma Anderson was born at Bee, Nebraska, baptized in infancy 
and confirmed by Rev. Knock at Lincoln. She graduated from the 
City 5 School with honors, and at the University of Nebraska for 
her scholarship was elected to Phi Beta Kappa. She enrolled as a Stu- 
dent Volunteer Missionary, received her Master’s Degree in 1911 
majoring in Greek at the University of Omaha. She was professor of 
Classical Languages. In 1920 she was commissioned a missionary at 
Baltimore sailed for India, December 31st, 1920. In India she 
became the Principal of the Girls High School at Rajahmundry, and 
subsequently transferred to the Girls High School at Saniskota, and 
died April 19, 1934 at Rajahmundry. Memorial services were held 
for her in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Omaha. She was one of the 
great army of missionaries who have gone forth to fulfill Christ’s 
: command, “Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.’ 3

No 
benevolence, failed to pay its r. In 9 congregations much activity 
is required of the pastor in financial matters (one of these paid its 
pastor in full). 26 congregations set up budgets (6 of these pledged 
them in the Canvass). One congregation established no budget, paid 
all salaries. 9 congregations contributed more to other causes“ than 
to the apportionment. No congregation paid more apportionment than 
pastor’s salary.

Our survey shows that much good stewardship work has been 
done in the past year. It also shows that we have, in some instances, 
been lax in operating our churches in a business way. Churches that 
do not adept a budget or conduct the Every Member Canvass are, in 
our estimation, taking a backward step. This next year is going to 
present many problems in finance and because of the serious situa- 
tien we ewe use every possible effort, every available Christian 
method, to keep our churches efficient and effective.
